Even though opponents of offshore 
“fracking” are protesting at the Cali- 
fornia Coastal Commission today in 
downtown ‘Long Beach, geology: pro- 
fessor Richard Behl says the 40-year- 
old. gas extraction technique isn’t a 
cause for concern. 

Hydraulic fracturing, also known as 
“fracking,” involves injecting millions 
of gallons of high-pressure water into 
layers of rocks to create fractures that 
release natural gas, according to a New 
York Times article. During the process, 
chemicals are added to the water to 
dissolve minerals and kill bacteria that 
might plug up the well. 

In January, environmentalists pro- 
tested at Cal State Long Beach, as state 
regulators held a public forum in the 
campus auditorium to discuss fracking. 
CSULB was one of five places where 
state offices planned to collect public

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19-year-old CSULB student assaulted, suspects still at large 


The woman was attacked in a residential 
complex nearby campus.

Long Beach Police are seeking the 
public’s help in identifying two sus- 
pects wanted in connection with the 
assault of a 19-year-old female. 


The woman, who is a Cal State 
Long Beach student, was -attacked at 
a residential complex near campus at 
approximately 11:30 p.m. on Monday, 
March 3. 

Police said in a news release Friday 
that the woman was approached by one 
male while she was talking on her cell 
phone at a residential complex in the 
2000 block of Beverly Plaza. A second 


male then approached her and repeat- 
edly assaulted her until she became un- 
conscious, police said. 

She was transported to a local hos- 
pital where she was treated for “signifi- 
cant” facial injuries. 


Prior to the incident, two suspi-. 


cious-looking males were reported 
on the grounds of Beverly Plaza. 
One of the suspects is described 
as a light-complected Hispanic or 
black male, 20 to 22 years old, who 
is about 5 feet 10 inches tall and ap- 
proximately 180 pounds. The second

subject may be a 20 to 22 year-old 
black man with a stocky build, who 
is about 5 feet 9 inches tall and 


roughly 195 pounds. Both men were 
seen wearing dark clothing, accord- 
ing to police. 

Police have not identified the two 
suspects and are seeking any infor- 
mation that may aid the investiga- 
tion.

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CSULB screens documentary to celebrate 
45th anniversary of ethnic studies program

More than 200 students and com- 
munity members filled the University 
Theatre Monday night for the premiere 
of the hour-long documentary that tells 
the story of pioneering journalist Ru- 
ben Salazar and his mysterious death 
on Aug. 29, 1970. 

The documentary “Ruben Salazar: 
Man in the Middle,” directed by Philip 
Rodriguez, premiered at Cal State 
Long Beach to celebrate the 45th anni- 
versary of its ethnic studies programs. 

Salazar, who was a young Mexican 
American, defied common  stereo- 
types and misconceptions of Mexican 
Americans in the ‘60s and became a 
successful journalist for the Los Ange- 
les Times. The film shows how Salazar 
became a voice for the Chicano move- 
ment and inspired action in the hearts 
of Mexican Americans in Los Angeles. 


Salazar was killed by law enforce- 
ment during the National Chicano 
Moratorium Movement march protest- 
ing the Vietnam War in East Los An- 
geles. The film also showed varying 
views on whether Salazar was sought 
out and killed intentionally, or if he 
was merely a victim of a poorly aimed 
tear gas projectile. 

Despite the uncertainty, Salazar’s

work in the newsroom and events sur- 
rounding his death made him a martyr 
in the Mexican American community. 

Phil Montez, a former friend of 
Salazar’s, also attended the premiere 
along with Rodriguez. Montez taught 
one of the first Mexican American 
studies classes at CSULB in spring of 
1969 and became emotional when an- 
swering questions during the Q-and-A 


session after the film. 

“My feeling ‘till this day is that it 
was a total cover up,’ Montez said, 
when asked his opinion on the death of 
Salazar. 

Rodriguez said he produced the film 
to give “Americans an imagination of 
the inspiring man that Salazar was.” 

“TI want only to provide facts, not 
mythology,” Rodriguez said. 

Many in attendance, such as Terri 
Teramura, whose brother was killed 
by Downey police officers in 2011, had 
questions and comments. 

Teramura, said discrimination and 
racial profiling still continues today, 
and that films like “Man in the Middle” 
are “essential to spreading the message 
of equality.” 

Sophomore film major Corinne 
Smith said she admired the crowd’s 
passion and strong message of the film. 

“{It was] incredibly inspirational to 
watch such an insightful film on a sub- 
ject that is still very taboo in Southern 
California,” she said. 

Attendees were also shown a trailer 
for the upcoming film “Cesar Chavez,” 
starring Michael Pefia, which will be 
released on March 28. 

“Ruben Salazar: Man in the Middle” 
will premier nationwide on April 29 at 
9 p.m. on PBS.

comments for formulating regulations 
on the issue, according to an article in 
the Press Telegram. 

Sophomore psychology major Su- 
zanna Iradj said she is against fracking 
and would like to see the world’s de- 
pendence on oil decrease. 

“Tt’s very noisy and very disruptive 
to the local environment and leaves 
long-term damage to the environ- 
ment,” Iradj said. 

Other students, like sophomore psy- 
chology major Miranda Cardwell, said 
she has only recently learned of the oil- 
extraction method. 

“T don’t know too much about it but 


I know it could be harmful,” Cardwell 
said. “I think educating students that 
there is problem going on is important 
and can be done.” 

Senior sociology major Ashley 
Woody said she agrees with Cardwell 
that more could be done to inform peo- 
ple about the technique. 

“T feel like there’s a lack of trans- 
parency with what’s going on between 
our government and oil companies,” 
Woody said. “We often think that new 
ways of creating energy driven by tech- 
nology is a good thing or sign of prog- 
ress, but it can definitely backfire.” 

Three important issues that are 
drawing the most public concern 
about fracking are: the large amounts 
of water being used, contamination of 
chemicals in water supplies and the 


possibility that the pressure released 
underwater could produce  earth- 
quakes, Behl said. ~ : 

However, he argued that if kept un- 
der strict watch and regulation, these 
are minor issues. 


right now because it’s new in areas that 
it didn’t occur before, so it’s in every- 
one’s eyes right now,” he said. 

According to the New York Times, 
water from gas wells often returns to 
the surface, containing low but mea- 
surable concentrations of radioactive 
elements and huge concentrations of 
salt, which can be harmful if not prop- 
erly disposed. Additionally, the injec- 
tion of brine into deep wells for dis- 
posal has, in rare cases, triggered small 
earthquakes. 


Behl said the practice needs to be 
carefully monitored in order to avoid 
contamination, and that if done cor- 
rectly, fracking can be economically 
and environmentally beneficial.

is no one watching and no one saying 
these are the rules, people are going to 
do stupid things,” he said. 

Behl said that while unintended, 
fracking has had one good environ- 
mental effect. 

“Most of the electricity generated 
in the U.S. is generated by coal plants 
and because natural gas has gotten so 
cheap, a lot of operators have converted 
their power plants to natural gas,” he 
said. “[As a result], the amount of CO2 
the U.S. emits has dropped to lower 
than it has been in 20 years.”

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ASI student election campaigns kick off this week

candidates next week.

The Associated Students Inc. cam- 
paign season has returned to campus 
with plenty of signs in tow. 

Candidates running in the 2014 
ASI elections are allowed to begin 
campaigning as of Monday, said Kim 
Tabari, CSULB assistant director of 
student involvement. 

Candidates have placed _ signs 
throughout campus near the Student 
Recreation and Wellness Center as well 
as near the stairs heading toward upper 
campus. 

The 2014 presidential candidates 
include ASI Treasurer Agatha Gucyski 
and ASI Chief of Staff Joseph Phillips, 
according to the ASI website. 

The two vice presidential candidates 
include College of Natural Sciences and 
Mathematics Senator Anh Tran and ASI 
Secretary for Systemwide Affairs Nay- 
iri Baghdassarian. The candidates run- 
ning for treasurer are ASI Senator-at- 
Large Dominique Noble, Kalien Clark 
and Elizabeth Espinoza.

students of their platforms and encour- 
age them to vote, many students, such 
as undeclared freshman Chad Timblin, 
said they don’t yet know whether or not 
they will vote. 


“T saw some signs recently ... and 
read who’s running for office, but I 
just keep walking,” Timblin said. “I 
don’t really know much about [ASI] 
to be honest ... When I’m on campus, 


I usually do my own thing in my own 
little world and don’t pay attention.” 
Aside from the signs placed through- 
out campus, some students said they 
don’t know enough to be interested in 


the running candidates. 

“T just noticed [the signs] today, and 
I have no idea who these people are,” 
said Jenna Rotundo, a junior com- 
munications studies major. “I’d like 
to have access to more research as to 
who they are, who I’d be voting for. 
I might vote this year if I have more 
information.” 

Sophomore English literature major 
Andrea Maasz, who voted for ASI Pres- 
ident John Haberstroh and Vice Presi- 
dent Jonathon Bolin last year, said she 
plans to vote again in the coming elec- 
tion. She also said she hopes that one of 
the candidates will push for the library 
to stay open for more hours. 

“T definitely think voting is an impor- 
tant part of being involved in school,” 
Maasz said. “I’d probably want longer 
library hours ... I know on Saturdays it 
doesn’t open ‘til noon, so maybe that’s 
something [a candidate] can try and 
fix.” 

With roughly two weeks allotted for 
candidates to campaign, ASI plans to 
host two Meet and Greets, where stu- 
dents will be able to meet candidates 
and learn about their positions. 

The first Meet and Greet will be held 
on Tuesday at the Speaker’s Platform 
from noon to 1:30 p.m. and the other on 
March 19 from noon to 1:30 p.m. at the 
North Lawn near the Social Sciences 
and Public Affairs building. 

The ASI elections will be held online 
from March 21 to March 26.

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OUR VIEW: FACEBOOK SHOULDN'T CENSOR NEKNOMINATE 


acebook is currently 

being scrutinized for its 

inaction with regards to 

a barrage of “Neknomi- 
nate” posts, videos that feature 
individuals completing outlandish 
drinking challenges and then nomi- 
nating their friends to one-up their 
performance. 

Headlines across the media have 
been reporting since February that at 
least five men under the age of 30 have 
died playing this “lethal game” that 
originated in Australia. 

CNN quoted Sarah Jarvis, medi- 
cal adviser for the UK-based char- 
ity Drinkaware, who said, “Alcohol 
affects your ability to recognize that 
you’re in danger, and it affects your 
ability to react to danger. So we have a 
double whammy.” 

Several news sources have criticized 
Facebook and the role it has played in 
facilitating the dangers promoted by 
these videos. 

Facebook’s official statement im- 
plied hesitation about simply removing 
the videos, saying “...behavior which 
some may find controversial is not 
always against our rules.” 

We feel that Facebook should not 
be held responsible for the mess 
created by its users. If Facebook 
wishes to address problems on a 
case-by-case basis, as indicated by 
the official statement, we stand by 
that choice. : 

Censorship is censorship, and 
asking a social media site to remove 
videos that feature controversial 
content filled with incidents that the 
site cannot control is still censor- 
ship. 

Facebook should not have to parent 
its users by determining what is best 
for them. 

On the contrary, we feel that the 
flexibility of Facebook’s features has 
ultimately contributed to a recent at- 
tempt to reverse the negative trends of 
Neknominate. 

A “Ban Neknominate” page has 
been created via Facebook for users to 
advocate against the game and com- 
ment on its dangers. 

Additionally, Neknominate now has 
hundreds of participants around the 
world, and some of these players are 
working toward changing the game 
into something more positive. 

A South African Facebook user has 
recently uploaded a video that seeks 


to change the concept altogether. 
Rather than completing a drinking 
challenge, he “did something nice for 
someone” by giving food and drink to 
a stranger. 

Since then, others have followed that 
example of doing something nice and 
then nominating friends to outdo them 
within 24 hours. 


We think that this kind of re- 
sponse to the viral madness brought 
about by Neknominate is much more 
effective than a simple Facebook 
ban. 

Of course, those who have direct- 
ly felt the negative impacts of the 
original version of the game want to 
see some sort of “swift action on the 


part of the social networks to stop 
it,” as one dad told New York Daily 
News. 

While we sympathize with the 
families of the deceased, we do not 
believe that simply preventing these 
videos from being published will 
put an end to drinking challenges in 
general. We believe that people will 
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do what they want, regardless of 
what others say about it. 

We encourage caution and respon- 
sibility for all alcohol consumption, 
particularly during Neknomination 
challenges, and we encourage the 
positive efforts made by those who 
are working towards improving the 
game.

‘House of Cards’ makes Netflix a contender

The battle to be the best television drama has 
been going strong during past years and Netflix has 
come out as an unexpected contender with its origi- 
nal show, “House of Cards.” 

Competing with shows like “Game of Thrones,” 
“Breaking Bad” and “Mad Men,” season two of 
“House of Cards” had to top its first season, which 
received high praise. 

Netflix beat HBO and Showtime to the punch 
and brought Frank Underwood (Kevin Spacey) and 
his conniving ways to the small screen, according 
to The Hollywood Reporter.

Claire Underwood, played by Robin Wright — 
this year’s Academy Award winner for Best Perfor- 
mance by an Actress in a Television Series Drama 
— even has her own sub-plot. 

She manipulates and schemes on her own to 
fulfill the Underwoods’ goal to collectively be in 
power in their respective fields, a desire driven by 
an unquenchable thirst for power. 

Interestingly enough, journalists play a big role 
in the series, either by leaking harmful or meticu- 
lously planned information or investigating the se- 
cret plots of politicians and lobbyists.

Since his commercial hit, “Taken,” Liam 
Neeson has proven his chops as an action 
star. In his most recent endeavor, “Non-

There is not much 
to say about “Non- 
Stop.” It is more of a thriller and less of 
an action film, and the film’s premise is 
simple but still keeps the audience guess- 
ing what’s going to happen next. 

“Is this passenger innocent? Is this pas- 
senger evil? Oh wait, he’s pretending to be 
innocent ... right? Oh no, why aren’t they on 
Marks’ side?” These are the questions that 
you will be asking yourself throughout the 
flick. 

The mystery in the film is quite enjoy- 
able. Trying to figure out who was behind 


the threatening texts is fun, and the big re- 
veal was pretty good and not entirely pre- 
dictable. 

While the film is a fun thriller, the major- 
ity of the time, Neeson simply walks around 
the plane trying to figure out whose behind 
the texts. A second viewing would be a 
waste of time. 

Some people out there might find “Non- 
Stop” to be the most exciting film ever made, 
but it’s really an average but run-of-the-mill 
action-thriller where Neeson plays a typical 
action character. Not a bad movie, but not a 
great movie either. 

Even though Marks is flawed, he cares 
about his job and wants to protect the pas- 
sengers on the plane in the 
best possible way that he 
can. 

Marks only gets a few 
choice scenes to show off 
his skills.

Long Beach State will 
face third-seeded 
Hawaii in the second 
round tonight.

The Long Beach State women’s bas- 
ketball team has lived to see another day. 

In a first round matchup that was 
deja vu for the returning players on last 
year’s team, the 49ers prevailed this 
time around, winning in a 64-60 thriller 
against a Cal State Fullerton team that 
they had split the season series with. 

The ‘Niners (17-14, 9-8), were ranked 
just one seed above the Titans (12-18, 
8-9) this season as they shared an iden- 
tical record in the Big West. 

“This game has been in the back of 
all our minds since March 6 when we 
exited early against Cal State Fullerton 
last year,’ head coach Jody Wynn said. 
“We didn’t know who we were gonna 
play, but [that loss] fueled us all season.” 

In a game of do or die for both 
squads, the 49ers obtained the early 9-2 
advantage just over three minutes into 
the game following a trey from junior

Lauren Spargo. But the Titans chipped 
away at the early lead and managed to 
take go up 15-14. 

The 49ers ultimatley got back on top, 
though, taking a 31-28 lead into halftime 
thanks in part to a pair of threes by Lauren 
Spargo over the span of less of a minute. 

“There’s a level of comfort being in 
your own gym but what motivated me 
was not wanting to lay down and let 
them beat us,’ Spargo said. “This is our 
gym and we’re not going to let a team 
come in and beat us twice in a row.” 


The Beach returned to the court after 
the break hoping to minimize the turn- 
overs in the second half after a first pe- 
riod in which they had 16, five more than 
visiting CSUF. But despite those efforts 
they finished the game with 26 turnovers, 
18 of which were steals by CSUF. 

Meneses got things started with a 
three early on in the second half, but 
the ‘Niners traded baskets until the 9:02 
mark when the 49ers began a run that 
was-sparked by an impressive pass from 
Alex Sanchez to junior Jade Wilson that 


made it 44-39. CSUF followed that up 
with an air ball from long range from 
Titans’ guard Samantha Logan and the 
49ers went on to take a seven-point lead 
on a score the following possession. 

However, the Titans managed to cut 
the 49ers lead to 50-49 with 5:22 left in 
regulation, and neither team would see 
anything bigger than a three-point lead 
the rest of the way. 

With the game tied up 52-52, a Spar- 
go three on a quick shovel pass from 
Fullerton native Anna Kim made it a 
55-52 game. But the Titans would re- 
take the lead after a basket in the paint 
from Kathleen Iwuoha made it 56-55 
with 3:22 to go and forced coach Wynn 
to call a timeout. 

Following the timeout and four free 
throws from the Titans to give them a three- 
point lead at 60-57 with 2:34 to go, the ‘Nin- 
ers closed the game out on a 7-0 run that 
extended the 49ers’ season. Spargo, who 
scored a game-high 19 points on 4-for-7 
shooting from three, was fouled on a three 
and sunk all three shots at the charity stripe 
when it mattered most. 

“We're just really proud of our re- 
lentlessness and our urgency and I think 
we’ve grown a lot since March 6 when 
our hearts were broken,” Wynn said. 

The 49ers will attempt to extend 
their season at the Walter Pyramid once 
again when they face University of 
Hawai’i at 6 p.m. 


ROHRBACH ROARS 
BACK FROM INJURY

ost college pitchers train their 
whole lives for the opportu- 
nity to toe the rubber in a col- 


lege baseball stadium. 

Dirtbags starter Andrew Rohrbach 
is not like most college pitchers. Rohr- 
bach, a transfer from College of the 
Canyons, had a unique path to the hill 
at Blair Field, the very same mound that 
pitchers like Jered Weaver once stood. 

The Simi Valley native played for 
Simi Valley High School and College of 
the Canyons before transferring to Long 
Beach State. 

“T was a shortstop my entire life, until 
I decided to mix the two at COC,” said 
Rohrbach, whose decision forced him 
to undergo Tommy John Surgery in his 
second year at College of the Canyons. 
“T went there for a third year and only 
pitched four innings, then I was lucky 
enough to get a scholarship here.” 

The four-inning sample size was 
enough for at least two schools to show 
interest. Rohrbach had actually com- 
mitted to Gonzaga to pitch for the Bull- 
dogs, but flipped his decision to LBSU. 

“At the time it felt like it was the right 


decision to go to Gonzaga,” said Rohr- _ 


bach. “But when I was playing summer 
ball it just started feeling like, ‘no, this 
is not where I wanna be. It would be 
the best spot for me if I went to Long 
Beach’. Closer to home, get the atmo- 
sphere. I just decided for myself and my 
family that it was the best choice for me 
to go to Long Beach.” 

Head coach Troy Buckley, who has a 
reputation as a pitchers coach, was not 
scared to take a chance on a guy that 
didn’t have a large number of innings 
under his belt. 

“He’s a guy that has a nice piece of 
clay to work with,” Buckley said. “Re- 


ally good arm, really good athlete. 
Good energy about him, good student. 
There’s a lot of ingredients, the only 
one that was really missing was experi- 
ence.” 

Rohrbach has gotten some great ex- 
perience early on in the 2014 season. He 
started the season as the Saturday start- 
er and had a rough first outing against 
national powerhouse Vanderbilt. 

“My first outing wasn’t the best,” said 
Rohrbach, who failed to make it out 
of the third inning in his first start as 
a Dirtbag. “But it was good to get out 
there and shake the nerves.” 

After giving up three runs in 2.2 in- 
nings in his first game, Rohrbach threw 
two consecutive shutouts. The first was a 
five-inning shutout in a win over Wright 
State. The second, a complete game shut- 
out in Kansas against Wichita State. 

He’s been working hard,’ said catch- 
er Alex Bishop, who has been behind 
the plate in each of Rohrbach’s four 
starts. “He’s consistently made process. 
He’s been learning a lot and it all came 
together at Wichita.” 

His performance on the mound has 
been impressive all season. Rohrbach 
holds a 3.04 ERA, but has allowed op- 
ponents to hit only .217 against him. 

“He’s really made a lot of adjust- 
ments in the last 10 days,” Buckley said. 
“You don’t want to put your hands on 
somebody right when they get in say 
you have to change everything. You 
want to watch and see what they can do. 
It’s kind of been an evolution and a pro- 
cess with him” 

Baseball players are known for their 
intense pre-game traditions, and Rohr- 
bach has his own. 

“T like to just keep calm,” Rohrbach 
said. “Just go through the motions. I

focus really on breakfast. I make three 
organic eggs, two pieces of toast with 
grape jelly, and an orange. After break- 
fast I just chill out. I don’t try to focus 
on the game that much. The night before 
is when I put a lot of the dedication into 
scouting reports and stuff like that.” 

Rohrbach says he isn’t the type of 
player that listens to music before he 
pitches, which might be a good thing 
for him. 

“T get a bunch of crap for this, but 
I like Disney Channel music,” he said 
with a huge smile on his face. “I stereo- 


type it as Disney Channel, but it’s just 


like the pop music. I like them because 
they’re pick me up songs. They might be 
girly, but hey, that’s me I guess.” 


Realizing what he said, Rohrbach 
backtracked. 

“Wait, I’m not girly. I guess that’s de- 
batable,” he said jokingly. 

Rohrbach has a great relationship 
with his teammates, despite his unique 
music preferences. 

“He’s into some weird stuff;’ Bishop 
said. “We always joke with him and give 
him crap. But he’s a funny kid. He takes 
it well.” 

The future looks bright for the young 
righty, who should improve with experi- 
ence. 

“Innings are gonna be the best teach- 
er for anyone,’ said Buckley. “He’ll 
grow as he continues to get more in- 
nings.”
